Ac- 
cordirg to their construction, the treaty does no more 
than simply pritklkit them from ext -ndiug their p>>s-

■It is not too much to assert, that if in tho L’. S. the 
treaty had keen oonsijersd .suiccptible of such a con- 
struction, it never would have been negitiated under 
the authority of tho I’resi lcnt, nor would it have re- 
meived the approbation of the Seuate.” 

This neasage, when it w.vs received here was 
fiiiseeted, and its par..s distributed to the appropri- 
patc committees. The portion I have read was 
referred to the Committee on Foreign affairs, of 
which committee I have the honor to be an hum- 
ble member. Why was it referred there? Was 
not the committee to submit a report? Was it not 
to give rime expression of opinion? Or was it, 
sir, submitted to that c.iramiitee to be shelved, 
as many other matters have been shelve*!, and al- 
lewedto remain there until motli-eateu and for- 
gotten? 

Mr. Sickles — I will answer the gentleman. I 
think it was sent to us for our information. 

Mr. Clay — What was the neces-sity of sending 
-it to the (^mmittee on Foreign Aff.iirs, it there 
was to be no action? It was already before the 
House and the country. 

Mr. Sickles. It was sent there for onr inform- 
ation, and not with a view that we should report 
a resolution in direct conflict with it. 

Mr. Clay. That I will come to presently, and 
will call on the gentleman either to vote with 
the administration or against it. 

Mr. Sickle- 1 . I w.mt. to vole with the country. 
Mr. Clay And I want to vote with the coun- 
ty^, and With the admioiatration wbicli is the head 
•or it. 

Mr. Bowie. And which embodies the spirit of 
the country. 

•Mr. Clay. I thank the gentleman from Mary- 
land— and which, sir, embodies the spirit of the 
country. This portion of the message w.as refer 
red to the Committre on Foreign Afla'rs. What 
did we do? We drew up a preamble and resolu- 
tiona, offered by my oolleague on the committee, 
[Mr. Clingman,| now a Senator, in almost the 
very lan^age of the Prettdent of the United 
Sutes. What did the preamble tell us? Did it 
not tell ns that the two Governments place<l op- 
posite and contradictory interpretations on the 
first and tb« most important article of the treatv? 
Did not the pream de state that? Did it not sute 
that it was an enungling alliance? Did not the 
Fresident Bay that it was an enlacing alliance?
